3. THE OVERALL IMPACT CF THE GROUP'S EXPERIENCES WAS BOTH 
POSITIVE AND ENLIGHTENING. THEY COMMENTED THAT EXPOSURE TO 
THE U.S. APPROACH TOWARDS ASSURING MINORITY ACCESS TO THE 
POLITICAL SYSTEM WILL BE CF VALUE TO THEM IN ASSESSING THIS 
ISSUE IN A FREE AFGHANISTAN. PARTICIPANTS WERE SURPRISED AT 
LOW VOTER TURNOUT IN ELECT I CHS IN THE U.S., AND THE LACK OF 
PARTY-LINE VOTING BY MOST VCTFRS. THEY EXPRESSED SUPPCRT FOR 
THE CONCEPT THAT THE "WILL AND WISHES CF THE PEOPLE" MUST BE

TO SE UNNECESSARILY "OELUXE," HCN-CENTRALLY-ICCATED HOTELS. 
THE PARTICIPANTS HAP ARRIVED EAGER TO INFORM AMERICANS ABOUT 
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
